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RISKS & HARMS OF OPIOIDS

Opioids are a class of drugs that include
synthetic opioids such as fentanyl, and pain
relievers available legally by prescription, such
as oxycodone (Percocet®), hydrocodone
(Vicodin®), codeine, morphine, and the illegal
drug heroin among many others.

The use of opioids can cause Opioid Use
Disorder (OUD). This occurs when dependence
interferes with daily life, and causes withdrawal
symptoms, making it difficult to stop taking
them. Use of opioids can also cause drowsiness,
confusion, hausea, constipation, slowed
breathing and euphoria.

SIGNS OF AN OPIOID OVERDOSE

- Shallow/Slow/Raspy/No Breathing
- Blue lips/nails, cold skin

- Falling asleep

- Unresponsive, even to pain

(Rub their sternum [breast bone] with the back of your
knuckles, and speak loudly to attempt to wake them.
- Small, constricted “pinpoint” pupils
